HAVE RECEIVED 0808 FOLLOWING ADVICE QUOTE THE UNITED STATES 
CONSULATE GENERAL NOW RECOMMENDS THAT ALL AMERICAN CITIZENS LEAVE 
ANGOLA AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. IF YOU HAVE DIFFICULTY IN SECURING 
TRANSPORTATION WE WILL ASSIST YOU. HOWEVER TO BE ABLE TO DO SO WE 
REQUEST THAT YOU CALL THE CONSULATE TO INFORM US OF YOUR PLANS 
AND WHETHER YOU NEED ASSISTANCE. SIGNED THOMAS F. KILLORAN, 

CONSUL GENERAL UNQUOTE. SITUATION AT PRESENT SUMMARIZED AS 
FOLLOWS: FNLA DECLARED WAR ON MPLA; MPLA CALLED FOR GENERAL 
MOBILIZATION AS A REACTION; UNITA ALSO MOBTT.T7.ED AND ON BRINK OF 
DECLARING WAR; HIGH COMMISSIONER GENERAL SILVA CARDOSO RECALLED 
TO LISBON DURING BRIEF VISIT BY ADMIRAL ROSA COUTINHO; APPEARY 
TO BE SOME DISSENSION AMONG PORTUGUESE MILITARY; ROSA COUTINHO 
BLANES UNITED STATES IMPERIALISM FOR ANGOLA PROBLEMS AND CARDOSO 
REPORTEDLY RETURNING ANGOLA; COUNCIL OF MINISTERS NO LONGER

SECURITY GUARANTEES BUT SHOULD BE NOED THAT MOBIL HASHNOT YET 
RECEIVED L/C OR HARD CURRENCY PAYMENT FOR PRODUCT; LUANDA PARTIALLY 
WITHOUT ELECTRICITY AND WATER SINCE EARLY MORNING AUG 8 BUT 
APPARENTLY NOW BEING RESTORED; CURFEW NOW 2400 HOURS TO 0600 
HOURS; AS RESULT FIGHTING BETWEEN FNLA AND MPLA AMD SOMETIMES UNITA 
AND MPLA A NUMBER OF UPCOUNTRY CITIES ARE WITHOUT SUPPLIES, SOME 
DESERTED, OTHER CITIES FEELING STRAIN OF MORE THAN 40,080 DISPLACED 
PERSONS AND REFUREES; PORTUGUESE TROOPS PULLING BACK FROM SOME OF 
THESE CITIES; GARBAGE DISPOSAL, ROAD MAINTENANCE AND HEALTH SERVICES 
DETERIORATING; UPCOUNTRY TRAFFIC NON-EXISTANT OG AT A TRICKLE; 

REFINERY, SHELL DEPOT, CEMENT FACTORY AND ALL OTHER INDUSTRIES

BASED ON BELIEF THAT A MAJOR CONFRONTATION WILL TAKE PLACE BUT 
TIMING AND NATURE OF WHICH UNDETERMINABLE. IN VIEW OF THIS 
BELIEF AND SUBSEQUENT DIFFICULTIES WHICH MIGHT ARISE CONCERNING 
FOOD, WATER, ELECTRICITY AND TRANSPORTATION OUT OF COUNTRY, THEY 
HAVE MADE PRESENET RECOMMENDATION. CONSULATE HOWEVER DOES NOT INTEND 
TO EVACUATE ANY OF THEIR PRESENT PERMANENT STAFF. WE DO NOT REPEAT 
DO NOT INTEND EVACUATING AT THIS TIME FOR FOLLOWIMG REASONS: SUCH 
ACTION WOULD DEMOALIZE LOCAL STAFF ENCOURAGING RESIGNATIONS AND

REQUIRED TO KEEP COMPANY FUNCTIONING AS NORMALLY AS POSSIBLE GIVEN 
DIFFICULT CIRCUMSTANCES, RESIGNATIONS, ATTRITION AND VACATIONS; 

PRESENT WORK SCHEDULE A ALLOWS FOR ONLY TWO EXPATS IN LUANDA AT 
ANY ONE TIME: LIVING CONDITIONS WHILE NOT NORMAL ARE NOT YET 
UNBEARALBE; COMPANY HOUSE AND CONSULATE SET UP TO HANDLE 
NECESSIIES IF SITUATION DETERIORATES AND IMMEDIATE EVACUATION 
NOT POSSIBLE; A NUMBER OF PROBLEMS HAVE NOT YET BEEN RESOLVED 
WHICH WE WILL DEAL WITH WEEK OF 081 1. CONCERNING FUTUREHSUPPLIES
